For the services concerned with the safety of the Public , 
e . g ., pilots , drivers, guards, etc., the higher grade of colour 
vision is essential but for other the lower grade of colour 
vision should be considered sufficient. The same standards 
of colour vision should be applicatle in respect of all 
Engineering personnel in whose case colour perception is 
considered essential irrespective of the fact whether tacir 
duties involve field work or not . 

( ii :) Satisfactory colour yigion constitutes recognition 
with ease and without hesitation of signal red signal grcen 
and white colours . The use of Ishihara s plates, shown in 
dood Hout and a suitable lantern like Edrige Green s shall 
be considered quite dependable for testing colour vision . 
weile either of the two tests may ordinarily be consider- 
ed sufficient, in respect of the services concerned with 
road, rail and air traffic , it is essential to carry out the 
lantern test. In doubtful cases where a candidate fails to 
qualify when tested by only one of the two tests, both the 
tests should be employed . 

NOTE (5 ) — Field of vision — The field of vision shall be 
tested in respect of all services by the confrontation 
method . Where such test gives unsatisfactory or doubtful 
results the fleld of vision should be determined on the 
perimeter . 

NOTE ( 6 ) . -Night Blindness - Night blindness need not be 
tested as a routine , but only in special cases . No standard 
test for the testing of night blindness or dark adaptation 
is prescribed . The Medical Board should be given the dis - 
cretion to improvise such rough tcsts , e . g ., recording of 
visual acuity with reduced illumination or by making the 
candidate recognise various objects in a darkened room 
after he / she has been there for 20 to 30 minutes . Candi 
dates own statements should not always be relied upon , 
but they should be given due consideration . 

NOTE ( 7 ) --- Ocular conditions other than visual acuity 
( a ) Any organic discase or a progressive refractive error 
which is likely to result in lowering the visual acuity 
should be considered as a disqualification , 

(b ) Trachoma- Trachoma, unless complicated shall not 
ordinarily be a cause for disqualification . 

( c ) Squint - For services mentioned at 1 and 2 above 
where the presence of binocular vision is essential, squ nt.

( d ) One- eyed persons— The employment of one eyed 
individuals is not recommended . 

7 . Blood Pressure . 

The Board will use its discretion regarding Blood Pres 
sure. A rough method of calculating normal maximum 
systolic pressure is as follows : 

(i) With young subjects 15 — 25 years of age the aver 

age is about 100 plus the age. 
( ii ) With subjects over 25 years of age the general 

rule of 110 plus half the age seems quite satis 
factory . 


N . B . - As a general rule any systolic pressure over 140 
and diastolic over 90 should be regarded as suspicious and 
the candidate should be hospitalised by the Board belore 
giving their final opinion regarding the candidate s fitness 
or otherw se . The hospitalization report should indicate 
whether the rise in blood pressure is of a transient nature 
due to excitement etc, or whether it is due to any organic 
disease . In all such cases X - Ray and electrocardiographic 
examinations of hcart and blood urca clearance test should 
also be done as a routine. The final decision as to the fit 
ness or otherwise of a candidate will, however , rest with 
the Medical Board only . 
Method of taking Blood Pressure 

The mercury manometer type of instrument should be 
used as a rule . The measurement should not be taken 
within fifteen minutes of any exercise or excitement. Pro 
vided the patient and particularly his arm is relaxed , he 
may be either lying or sitting . The arm is supported 
comfortably at the patient s side in a more or less hori 
zontal position . The arm should be freed from clothes to 
the shoulder . The cuff completely deflated , should be ap 
plied with the middle of the rubber over the inner side 
of the arm , and its lower edge an inch or two above the 
bend of the elkow . The following turns of cloth bandage 
should spread evenly over the bag to avoid bulging dur 
ing inflation . 

The brachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend 
of the elbow and the stethescope is then applied lightly 
and centrally over it below , but not in contact with the 
cuff. The cuff is inflated to about 200 m .m . Hg. and then 
slowly dellated . The level at which the column stands when 
soft successive sounds are heard represents the Systol: c 
Pressure . When more air is allowed to escape the sounds 
will be heard to increase in intensity . The level at which 
the well-hcard clear sounds change to soft mumed fading 
sounds represents the diastolic pressure. The measure 
ments should be taken in a fairly brief period of time as 
prolonged pressure of the cuff is irritating to the patient 
and will vitiate the readings . Rechecking , if necessary . 
should be done only a few minutes after complete defla 
tion of the cuff. ( Sometimes , as the cuff is deflated sounds 
are heard at a certain level; they may disappear as pres 
surę falls and reappear at a still lower level. This Silent 
Gap may cause error in reading ). 

8 . The urine (passed in the presence of the examiner ) 
should be examined and the result recorded . Where a 
Medical Board , finds sugar present in a candidate s urine 
by the usual chemical tests , the Board will proceed witi 
the examination with all its other aspects and will also 
specially note any signs or symptoms suggestive of diabetes , 
If , except for the glycosuria , the Board finds the candidate 
conforms to the standard of medical fitness required they 
may pass the candidate " fit subject to the Glycosuria being 
non -diabetic" and the Board will refer the case to a speci 
fied specialist in Medicine who has hospital and laboratory 
facilities at his disposal. The Medical Specialist will carry 
out whatever examinations, clinical and laboratory , he 
considers necessary including a standard blood sugar 
tolerance test and will submit his opinion to the Medical 
Board upon which the Medical Board will base its final 
opinion " fit" or " unfit " . The candidate will not be requir 
ed to appear in person before the Board on the second 
occasion . To exclude the effects of medication it may be 
necessary to retain a candidate for several days in hospital, 
under strict supervision ,
